The Revenues and Territories of ENGLANDandFRANCE, 
with the Dominions of HOLLAND, would be feverally Enlarged, and, by 
this UNDERTAKING, each of Them and their Trades, fo Vaſtly Ex-| 
tended, that a General Good would Enſu: to the Subjects of theſe Three 
GOVERNMENTS, and to the reſt of EUROPE, in alittle Time.

THIS Great Sum of Waſt and P2oDigious Deltruffi- 
on, You would not Wondgr at, if you faw an Abſtraf, 
or an E/timate of the Particular Lolles, which have been - 
ſuſtain'd at Home and Ab2zoad, by Land and Sea, in Hoods 
and Shipping, and thoſe Reaſonably Valued. And for 
the Land Oamage, thould begin your Account in Ca- 
talonia, and bring it through Savey, Piedmont, Lowrain, the 
Palatinate, with all the Places on the Rhyne, Flanders, En- 
gland, Scotland, Ireland, and France it ſelf ; and from thence 
go to Hudſons-Bay, Saint Chriſtophers, Jamaica, Hiſpaniola, 
and the other Suffering Parts of the We/t-tadies, and of that 
Continent : And yhen- gayry- tho; Zofes to the Pamage done 
at Sea, in Aſa; Afzica, ard in Euzope, on*alf Sides. I 
ſay, If You ſaw an Fſtimate of the Particulars of theſe 
Damages, and Expences, being Modeſtly Valued ſince the 
French King began to make his Conquyetts, and enter- 
edt intro FrMms, You would Grant TWo Hundred Biltions 
of Pounds Sterling would not Repair-and make God the 
Effects and Sub/tance, that have been Conſaumed. Befides, 
che Los of Three Þundred Thouſand Yens Lives, Va- 
lued as aforeſaid ; which You muſt fay, is a very Extra- 
vac and Prodigious Sw to be Waſted : So Great is this 
Monftrous Hav9tk and Deffteni#10N, that hath: been al- 
rexdy Done and Committed, by' many Barbarous and In- 
hwnane Ways in En20pe, and other Pfaces, upon the Lzves 
2nd Eftates of mnocent Buropians : For they have been Ge- 
nerally innocent that have Suffered moſt. IT 


I'T is therefore to be Wiſh'd, and Greatly Defir'd, by all 
Good Men, that a Speedy Stop, and an Abſolute End might 
be put to this Great UWaff and Yearly Deſtruffion, which 
will Annually Grow Greater, if the TAars continue. For, 
whilſt theſe Wars Laſt, 'tis manifeſt on both Sides, fome 
may be Rich to Day, and Beggars to Morrow ; having their 
Sul hance Deſtroy'd, and Burnt by Lazd, or their Efedts 
Taken, or Sunk at Sea ; which Misfortunes do already at- 
tend. too many, to their Unſpeakable Loſs and Ruin ; as 
appears by the Bombing of Bruſſels, Granville, Haver de 
Grace, St. Maloes ; the Taking of the Eaſt-Tndia Ships, the 
Burning of the Settlements of Jamaica, Hiſpaniola, Fludſon's« 
Bay, and other Places. Therefore, there is ſcarcely any ( 1 
believe I may fay none) that would Willingly remain in that 
Danger, or continue the Hazard, of Loſing Life, Liberty, 
or Eſtate, if it be poſſible to Preſerve them : So that not 
only thoſe who are expoſed to Danger, but all others, muſt 
Own and Acknowledge, it would be a Great Bleſſing, and 
a Happy Thing for Europe, if any Expedient, or Proper 
Method, could be found and Propoſed, whereby to Eſtabliſh 
and Conclude, A Firm and Laſting Peace, between the 
Monazch of Hreat BRITAIN, including 2ll his Allies, 
and the French King : The latter of which too Juſtly 
appears, the Original Cauſe of this Bloody, Expenjive and 
Deſtruftive War. And that his Ambition, or YVain-Glory 
to appear Great in the A»nals and Records of future Ages, 
for a CONQUEROUR; or the Iv/atiate Deſire of poſ- 
ſefling other Princes Territories, under the Dilemma or 
Pretert of Conqueſt makes a Good Right, did firſt 
induce him to Invade, and xcroach upon his Neigbouring

though of rhat'State-Baxim,-or Dilemma aforeſaid, he 
hath now had very Warm Experience : For, undoubtedly, 
both He, and the People of his Kingdom, do daily feel the 
Effects thereof, by many Monſtzous and Jnhumane Dp- 
prſſions -that are laid upon them. 


SO that if the F2ench King, would Bleaſe to Command, 


or Cauſe a Calculation, or an Eſtimate to be Drawn, and Pre-

Lives and Eftates, (and thoſe moderately Valued) that were 
Conſumed, Loft, and Spent, before the beginning of theſe 
Late Wars, (with the KING of England, and the Confe- 


- derates) whilſt he was making his Congueſts in Flanders, upon 


the Rhyne, in Piedmont, Savoy, and Catalonia ; and add that 
to the Charge it Coſt France Yearly to Maintain them; and 
then Compare that with what he hath acquired by his 
Arms, ſince the Year 1660, he will find the latter doth not 
Balance, but is much Tudebted to the former : And that 
France was grown much Poorer ( I mean the Subjedts there- 
of) before the beginning of theſe Wars ; although the Xing, 
and the Crown's Revenues, were become much Richer, and 
Encreaſed by the Congueſts he made upon his Neighbouring 
Frinces ; nevertheleſs, Two Millions per Antum, more 
than 'what he Raiſed within his Congueſts, in the times of 
Peace, did not maintain his Standing Army, and other - 
cident Charges that could not be avoided to Secure them ; 
ſo that the Subjects of France, was at leaſt, Sixty Millions 
in Subſtance worſe for the Conque/ts he made betore theſe 
Wars, now depending with the Confedezates, more than 
otherwiſe they would have been, if he had never Invaded 
nor Incroached upon his Neighbours Territories. 


AND. for the Efes this War hath already Produced in

'ris manifeſt, There is 'a deplorable Depopulation in many of 
the | beſt Provinces of ' France, . by Reaſon moſt of their Ma- 
mufattures are decayed, and in fome Places quite vaniſh'd 
fince theſe Wars begun ; whereas, on the contrary, the 
Enrliſh Manufafures now bear as high a Price as they h 
done for many Years paſt; and 'tis impoſlible to | 


them-if the Sea-Trade was carefully preſerved, of which our 
late Loſſes ſhew there hath been but little Care taken. 


Nor will I ſpeak of the Loſs which hath happened by the 
Neglect of the Cultivation and Prunage . of rhe .Clintage of 
France, nor of their Want of Trade; neither will I men- 
tion the Damage done by Dragooning, and Abandoning | 
His Subjects from their Stats and Sftt ements, although 
the Sacking, Ranſacking, Plundering, Spoiling, 
Robbing, and Barbarous Direptions,-which moſt of 
the BRetugees ſuffered, do afford a' large Theam- of JNl- 
humane Cruelty, or, as I may fitly call it, a Ruinous Heap 
of Waſft and Deftruffion to Trear off All which, if the 
French King would pleaſe to conſider, and command an 
Impartial Account to. be drawn up, -as well 'as the Circum- 
ſtances of Things will admit, to ſhew and Demonſtrate the 
Advantages and Difadvantages that have happened, and 
been done: by Hig Arms, ſince, by Arbitrary. Power, he 
impoſed a Standing Armp on his Subjects, to invade 
Dis Neighbours, He will find he hath extreamly Impo- 
veriſh'd the People of his own Kingdoin, and leſſened

AND that the Fjench King may be the more in- 
clinable to conchade a Firm and Laſting PEACE with

well Manitions of War, as Proviſions, with convenient Shippin 
to Tranſport them for the Conquelt 'of GUINEY, and 
of ſach other Parts of AFRICA, as lie between: the River 
Gambia on the North, and the Inlet of Angola on the 
South fide the Line, or of ſuch Places thereof as thall be found 
moſt proper and beneficial to Settle in, the following Diviſtons 
being firſt made. by the. mutual Conſent and Approba- 
tion, of the King 'of ENGLAND, the States of 
HOLLAND, and the French King, - on 


..SEVENT H LT, That in Regard the. Gold Coaſt of 
GUINEY liesfor about three Degrees .in Latitude, which 
accounted from \the Line, or Equinox, may-be. reckoned to 
begin at three, Degrees and a half; and to end at ſix degrees 
and a half of North Latitude ; to which Parts of the Coaſt 
the Jn-land Hold is chiefly brought by the Natzves, al- 
though there is no queſtion to be made, but backwards in 
the/Countrey, the Mountains. are full of Gold and Silver 
Mines, and great Plenty would be found, if the Countrey was 
ſought into by Mining 3 for, doubtleſs, the Mountains pro- 
duce Silver, Hold, and Quick-Silver, for many degrees.on 
both Sides the Line, as plentiſully as they do in.

upon that Part which, at preſent, is called the Hold Coaſt. 
It may be thought reaſonable, That the Feurth, Fifth, and 
Sixth Degrees -of North Latitude , in which the Gold 
Coal lies, be Numbred, and Writ upon Three —— ſeveral 
pieces of Paper, and drawn by Three Agents, to be De- 
puted by the King of ENG LAND, the States of 
HOLLAND, and the French King, to determin and

TENTHLY, That to continue the Yearly Loſs and. 
Otltruttion of. ſo. many Bens Lives n EVROPE, 
to Conſume the Eſtates of Innocent People at Home a 
Abroad, to Burn and Deſtroy Towns, and to lay the Cities 
of, EUROPE Waſte, 1s a deplorable and Lamentable 
Thing, and they are much to be Pitied that bearrhe Damage 
of it. Therefore, it ought-to be the Deſire of all Good Mev, 
and it is-to- be Wiſh'd, That ſuch Mariſters of State as are 
qualified with fit Opportunities, and ſuitable Stations, would 
uſe their Endeavours, That the Princes of EVROPE 
ampanackncully agree to a Cellation of Arms, and con- 
clude a Firnt-and General PEACE upon This, or ſome 
other: Expedient, if a better can be found, to prevent the 
further -Effuſion of Chriſtian Blood. - - I

and- Arts they can, towards: the People, and ſuffer them; 
( eſpecially ) at firſt, to enjoy their Rights and Subſlance,

I grant, 1t-is ſomething Sickly in the Low Laids that lie 
near the Sea-Coaft ; but that Sickneſs is generally procured by 
the Mens Intemperance, or for Want of ſuch Conveniences of 
Diet and Lodging, as are 'neceſfary to preferve Heatth ; the 
| Want of which hath hitherto' been the chief Cauſe and 
Deſtruction of ſuch as have Died there. £2 | 


For the great Rains, which fall there in their Seaſons, fill 
the. Lands, tying low, with Abundance of Water ; and being 
full of Wood -in- many Places near the Sea-Coaft, the Putre- 
faftion of the Leaves Rotting in the Standing Water, renders 
the Air Inſalubrious, and makes ſuch Places Sickly which 
would be Healthful, if the Conntrey was cleared of the Wood.

The Dutch have now a Famous City, called BATAVIA, 


in the Eaſt-Jndia's, upon the Wand JAVA. When 


they firſt made their Set ts there, they found it Sickly, 
by Reaſon of the Wood, and Water ſtanding inthe Low Lane , 
but having cleared the Wood, and trenched the 'Grownds, to 
prevent the Putrefying of flanding. Water, it is now become 
as Healthful as Amfierdam., The fame Effedts you may 
expect upon the Sea-Coaſt, or Low Lands of Huiney, being 
cleared of the Wood, which would be-done in a little time, if 
the Chriſtians were in Poſſeſſion of the Countrey ; and that 
Part which is now called Sickly, would be rendered as Health- 


fl as any. 


Another Reaſon why ſome Men are Sickly and Diſtempered 
in Guiney, is, That the great Dews, which do conſtantly 


fall there, do not only affect the Body, but, in-a manner, rot 


the Chaths of fuch as do frequently expoſe themſelves to 
<m ; who, if not well ided with convenient —— 
Lodging, wholeſome Diet, and freſh Cloaths to ſhift them, when 
ſo wet, do ſoon impair their Fealths, and, as it were, wilfully 
throw away their Lzves, without any Care or Vigilancy to 
ſerve. them ; all which, the —— Induftrious and Diligent 
takes Care to prevent the former, and to enjoy- and 
_ the latter, being what every Reaſonable Man ought 
to do.

Three Years fince AMERICA was firſt Diſcovered by 
Columbus; and Gold plentifully found and broughe from 
Þ1 tola in « few Ycars after, to the Value of 7 ws ZFun- 
dred Thonſfeand Ducats per Anmm, which is about 7wenty Two 
Thouſand Two Hundred Twenty Two Pounds Eighteen Shillings 
Sterling, But after the Continent was Known, and PER U 
Diſcovered, Abundance of the Spaniards flocked thither, being 
invited by the Rich Pines of Potoz1, O2uro 3 thoſe in 
the Lypes, Los Charcas, and in many other Places, ſome 


of which had been, and were then Wroughtby the IN GAS, 
or. Kings of the Countrey, and vaſt ines of Silver, 
but ally Hold, raiſed by them, as was manifeſt by che 


one rgr os of Gold the Natives had in ex inary 
Plenty ; with which, thoſe Spaniards who firſt Arrived there 
Enriched rhemlctves ; and —_— them _ Returned to 
Spain, St. Doming9, e Havana, the great Noiſe 
thereof occafioned many Spaniards toquit Piſpanidla 3 and 
o that Famous {fland, though abounding in many Rich 
Things, became, in a manner, Deſerted ; for the Spaniards 
having deſtroyed and carried off the Natives, there hath been 
hntle or no Gold taken up there fGnce, for Want of Hands, 
although that dard would afford Abundance of 91D, 


And whereas the Poztugueſe had diſcovered, and been 
upon the Gold Coall of GUINEY, in the Year 1471, 
which was Qae and - Twenty Years before AMERICA 
was known ro Columbus, where the Portugueſe formd the 
Natives, in ſeveral Places, ready to deliver them vaſt Quan- 
titics of FOLD in Exchange tor their Zrifles ; that Part of 


GUINEY 
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GUINEY doth'yer retain the Name of the Gold Coaſt, 
and lyeth between thoſe Degrees of Latitude mentioned in the 
' Seventh Article. It may therefore be concluded, GUINE Y 
might then have been as eafily Conquered by the Poztuguele: 
Spaniards, or any other Mation, as well as tome Parts of 
AMERICA were, in thoſe times, Subdu'd by the 
Spaniards. But in regard nothing conſiderable hath been 
yet attempted, in this kind, upon GUINEY, but only a

and other Europmans. For, there is great Reaſon to believe, 
That AFRICA is es Rich in all things as AMERICA, 
and when-ever Conquered, or ſo ſubdued, that a full and open 
Trade may be carried on, and the Z»/avd Parts improved 
by Mining, and the other P2oDuifion of the Counrrey, a 
few Years would plainly prove and demonſtrate the Trade of 
AFRICA to balance, if not to exceed, that of rhe 
Spaniards from their W EST-INDIES, which, in Time 
of Pearce, is near. Thirty Millions per Aunnum, and would be 
more, if not intercepted by themſelves ; the Engliſh, French, 
and Dutch, who Annually take off a great Part before it Ar- 
rives at SPAIN ;- the Richneſs of whoſe Returns from 
Carthagena, 4Iozto Bello, Serico, and other Places, I 
need not further recite, in regard all EUROPE 1s {ſenſible 
of their Efeds.

if ſought: for, with vaſt TraQts of Land, and other Valuable 
Things, much Larger and Richer than thoſe Countries and: 
Towns inE UROPE are, which have occaſioned the Loſs of fo 
many Lives, the Ruin and DeſtruFion-of ſo many Eſtates of-
